The “ little Hoover” Commission 
two years ago m ade 112 recom ­ 
mendations but only a few of its 
recom m endations have been acted 
upon. The most notable of these, 
the Survey said was adoption at 
the last general election of a con­ 
stitutional am endm ent perm itting 
the state to receive Interest on its 
idle funds estim ated to bring the 
state $ 1 milion in new* revenue. 
An exam ple of possibilities lying 
in the m any unadopted recom m en­ 
dations, the Survey said, is a rec­ 
om m endation-ior a state records’ 
center which the 
Commission’s 
staff estim ated would save several 
hundred thousand dollars per year. 
About 558 per cent of the Com- 
m ision’s recom m endations require 
legislation and about 34 per cent 
be put into effect by adm inistrative 
action, the Survey said. One rec­ 
om m endation would require a con­ 
stitutional am endm ent and 
seven 
recom m end additional studies, the 
research group said. 
The Sulvey said for the most 
part recom m endations 
of 
study 
groups like the “ little 
Hoover” 
Commission are forgotten because 
such recom m endations are not self- 
installing and seldom is m achine­ 
ry established to place them in ef­ 
fect. The joint legislative com m it­ 
tee it suggests would provide such 
m achinery and assign responsibil­ 
ity for initiating action, the Survey 
said. 
The com mittee should rem ain in 
operation after the legislature ad­ 
journs to study and report on the 
progress being m ade both legisla­ 
tively and adm inistratively toward 
carrying out the Commission’s rec­ 
om m endations, the Survey added.

Koughly, the budget breaks down 
to $ 2,045,400 for the operation of 
the school; $ 5.020,600 for the opera­ 
tions of the hospital, and $ 211,315 
for nurses* training. The hospital, 
of course, m ust be viewed as more 
than a training facility for stu­ 
dents. It offers a new, 
modern 
health service to the pcopcl of the 
state. 
The m edical center requests, the 
budget for the other divisions at 
Columbia and the needi» of 
the 
Schcx)] of Mines at Rolla add up 
to a lot of money. Yet each should 
be seen as essentially a separate 
operation. It would be senseless to 
bolster one at thp cost of anoth­ 
er. 
Missouri has lost wealth, prestige 
and services over t h e years 
through stingy appropriations for 
higher education. Those losses are 
in tha part and never can be re­ 
covered. Now the state has its long- 
delayed m edical school. The entire 
university has held up as a good 
sch« jol on starvation budgets. Now 
it should build toward becoming 
a great school. 
All this will cost money. But sure­ 
ly Missouri is through with the in­ 
adequate investm ent in higher edu 
cation that ha* brought 
curtail­ 
m ents and m ediocrity. — Kansas 
City Times*

Chase, of Dedham , M ass., that 
your choice of a single card for 
Christm as, or even a box of cards, 
m ay not provide a m essage ap­ 
propriate for everyone on your 
list.

Gives Advice on Cards 
Chase wrote the standard tex t­ 
book about the industry — ‘‘The 
Rom ance of Greeting C ards” — 
30 years ago. So much has hap­ 
pened sinte then th at he has just 
rew ritten the whole thing. 
He says the greeting card is 
A m erica's gift to the w o r l d — 
‘‘really an American institution.” 
Do you know one of the best 
gestures you can m ake when you 
send a card? Chase says it's to 
m ake the recipient feel compli­ 
m ented. Of course# he points out, 
the com plim ent — whether out­ 
right or implied — shouldn’t be in 
conflict with the sentim ent which 
is appropriate to the occasion. 
Chase, who studied art in his 
youth, recalls he designed his first 
Christm as folder—a sim ple spray 
ot holly and a Christm as wish— 
about midway in President Theo­ 
dore Roosevelt's first adm inistra­ 
tion.

a business. In his early years of 
business for himself cards were 
brought out in sm all editions and 
were farm ed out for hand-color­ 
ing at home.

“ The verse end of the business 
is the most difficult.” says Chase.

His firm buys fewer verses to­ 
day but employs a larger editorial 
staff to work on greetings and 
m essages.

The sherif is Councilman Rol­ 
and Green, a commercial repre­ 
sentative for Britain’s nationalized 
railways. He wa« elected to the 
office on May 28 this year. 
“ I don't get a penny for being 
the sheriff of Nottingham,” he ex­ 
plained, “ but I do get a lot of 
letters from boys and Riris in 
America who see Robin Hood on 
television.”

W ell over 100,000 H ungarian refugees have crossed the bor­ 
der into A ustria. Tens of thousands m ore — hungry and hom e­ 
less — rem ain in strife-torn H ungary. 
A ustria itself, still recovering from World War II and post­ 
w ar occupation, is doing all and more than it can to support the 
newcomers, but it can carry only a sm all part of ihe load. Most 
other countries a re doing all that cun be expected of them . Yet, 
on both sides of the A ustro-H ungarian border, there is still not 
enough food, shelter, fuel or medicine. Hundreds of thousands 
m ust be fed through the cold w inter. 
The Am erican Red Cross, w ith its vast experience in disaster 
work and its w ell-oiled m achinery for relief, is at the scene of 
the crisis. CARE, too, is in the refugee cam ps w ith food and 
other necessities— using an adm inistrative set-up and a pro­ 
cedure long-since tested in crisis areas of Europe and Asia. The 
overseas aid organizations of A m erica's three m ajor religious 
faiths—Protestants, Catholic and Jew ish — have also been car­ 
rying on effectively in this disaster relief work from the be­ 
ginning. 
These groups are the encouraging v oice and the helping hand 
of the people of A m erica. They are non-governm ental; they do 
not receive tax monies. They exist and operate entirely by 
m andate of the A m erican people. They cannot function w ith­ 
out our voluntary support. 
W hat does this mean to us— in general and perhaps in the 
specific context of the C hristm as season of giving and receiving? 
It means, we think, th at vve Am erican once again m ust dig 
down deep into our pockets. We must rise to a need greater 
than the personal exchange of C hristm as gifts and greetings. 
We must give and give again— this tim e to H ungarian Em er­ 
gency Relief — through the organizations set up to carry our 
aid to the hungry and the needy. 
The Red Cross needs $5,000,000 for its H ungarian relief w ork.

If another legislature passes with 
no definite plan of action on the

the governmental research group 
warned, Missouri’s citizens 
may 
lose the “most significant oppor­ 
tunity since adoption of the 1954 
State Constitution 
for 
obtaining 
over-all improvement of state gov­ 
ernment." 
The “little Hoover” Commission 
two years ago made 112 recom­ 
mendations but only a few of its 
recommendations have been acted 
upon. The most notable of these, 
the Survey said was adoption at 
the last general election of a con­ 
stitutional amendment permitting 
the state to receive interest on its 
idle funds estimated to bring the 
state $1 milion in new revenue. 
An example of possibilities lying 
in the many unadopted recommen­ 
dations, the Survey said, is a rec­ 
ommendation, lor a state records’ 
center which the 
Commission's 
staff estimated would save several 
hundred thousand dollars per year. 
About 558 per cent of the Com- 
misioQ’s recommendations require 
legislation and about 34 per cent 
be put into effect by administrative 
action, the Survey said. One rec­ 
ommendation W'ould require a con­ 
stitutional amendment and 
seven 
recommend additional studies, the 
research group said.

The dean of A m erica’s greeting 
card industry has some hints for 
you about buying cards—a C hrist­ 
mas card, for instance. 
R em em ber, says E rnest Dudley 
Chase, of Dedham, M ass., th at 
your choice of a single card for 
C hristm as, or even a box of cards, 
m ay not provide a m essage ap­ 
propriate for everyone on your 
list. T ry to send a card personally 
suited to the friend who will re ­ 
ceive it. 
You w ouldn't 
for ex­ 
am ple, suggest a m erry holiday 
for som eone just bereaved. 
Perhaps nobody else knows as 
much about greeting cards, and 
the industry, as Chase who is in­ 
credibly brisk and lively at 78. 
Although it’s about half a century 
since he fashioned, for his own 
use. his first Christm as card, h e’s 
Still a hum an dynamo. 
His creative work is done in the 
early part of the day. H e’s at his 
vice 
president's desk 
a t 
‘‘Rust 
C raft” daily at 8 a.m. And he 
adm its that he used to sta rt his 
day’s work considerably earlier. 
Gives Advice on Cards 
Chase wrote the standard tex t­ 
book about the industry — ‘‘The 
Rom ance of Greeting C ards” — 
30 years ago. So much has hap­ 
pened sinte then that he has just 
rew ritten the whole thing. 
He says the greeting card is 
A m erica's gift to the w o r l d — 
‘‘really an American institution.” 
Do you know one of the best 
gestures you can make when you 
send a card? Chase says it's to 
m ake the recipient feel compli­ 
m ented. Of course# he points out, 
the com plim ent — w hether out­ 
right or implied — shouldn't be in 
conflict with the sentim ent which 
is appropriate to the occasion. 
Chase, who studied a rt in his 
youth, recalls he designed his first 
Christm as folder—a sim ple spray 
Of holly and a C hristm as wish— 
about midway in President Theo­ 
dore Roosevelt's first adm inistra­ 
tion. 
A 
paper 
salesm an turned 
Chase tow atd Christm as cards as 
a business. In his early years of 
business for himself cards were 
brought out in sm all editions and 
were farm ed out for hand-color­ 
ing at home. 
Verse Is Important 
But the biggest problem then, 
as now. was good verses. 
‘‘The verse end of the business 
is the most difficult.” says Chase. 
*'The verse can sell or kill the 
ca rd .” 
His firm buys fewer verses to­ 
day but employs a larger editorial 
staff 1o work on greetings and 
m essages. 
Incidentally, he's pretty im pa­ 
tient 
with 
what 
he 
calls 
the 


‘‘sm ut card s,” and says, ‘‘It's a 
good way to kill the greeting card 
industry.” 
‘'It's w rong,” 
he 
says 
flatly. 
‘‘E asier and C hristm as are re ­ 
ligious occasions. While C hristm as 
cards need not all be religious and 
may have symbols of the joy and 
m errim ent of the season, these 
should not be such as to offend 
religious tradition. There m ust be 
some of the motif of C hristm as 
in the ca rd .” 
More Religious Cards 
Chase sees a definite increase 
in the sale of the religious card. 
“ More 
people 
than 
ever 
are 
going to church,” he observes. 
Chase w arns th at a so-called 
“ personal ca rd ” with the printed 
nam e of its sender can be the 
m ost im personal of carls. These 
days, he says, people are tending 
m ore and m ore to get aw ay from 
im personality by adding personal, 
handw ritten notes to their cards. 


The day before C hristm as, and 
C hristm as Eve, ought to be am ­ 
ong the happiest tim es of all the 
year. To keep them that way, ev­ 
ery one can do his bit by being

Although ifs about half a century 
since he fashioned, for his own 
use, his first Christmas card, he’s 
still a human dynamo. 
His creative work is done in the 
early part of the day. He’s at his 
vice 
president’s desk 
at "Rust 
Craft” daily at 8 a m. And he 
admits that he used to start his 
day’s work considerably earlier. 
Gives Advice on Cards 
Chase wrote the standard text­ 
book about the industry —- “ The 
Romance of Greeting Cards” — 
30 years ago. So much has hap­ 
pened sinte then that he has just 
rewritten the whole thing. 
He says the greeting card Is 
Am erica’s gift to the w o r I d— 
“ really an American institution.” 
Do you know one of the best 
gestures you can make when you 
send a card? Chase says ifs to 
make the recipient feel compli­ 
mented. Of course# he points out, 
the compliment — whether out­ 
right or implied — shouldn't be in 
conflict with the sentiment which 
is appropriate to the occasion. 
Chase, who studied art in his 
youth, recalls he designed his first 
Christmas folder—a simple spray 
of holly and a Christmas wish— 
about midway in President Theo­ 
dore Roosevelt’s first administra­ 
tion. 
A 
paper 
salesman

Chase toward Christmas cards as 
a business. In his early years of I 
business for himself cards were j 
brought out in small editions and 
were fanned out for hand-color­ 
ing at home.

“ The verse end of the business 
is the most difficult.” says Chase. 
“ The verse can sell or kill the 
card.” 
His firm buys fewer verses to- ' 
day but employs a larger editorial 
staff to work on greet mgs and 
messages.

Forest and said that with the state 
of the woods today he believes he 
could catch Robin Hood. 
“ I'm 57,“ he said, “ getting a 
little bald on top and not as fast 
on my feet as I used to be, but 


5 0 much of the forest has been 
destroyed that there just isn't too 
m uch for Robin to hide in.” 
“ Yes sir,” he added, “ I’d prob­ 
ably get young Robin this time.** 
The sheriff was asked what kind 
of a horse he d use to collar the 
legendary hero 
of 
these 
leafy 
woods. 
“ H orse,” he asked in 
surprise. 
“ Why I've never been on a horse 
in my life. I’m a railroad m an.” 


The sherif is Councilman Rol­ 
and Green, a com m ercial repre­ 
sentative for B ritain’s nationalized 
railways. He was elected to the 
office on May 28 this year. 
“ I don’t get a penny for being 
the sheriff of N ottingham ,” he ex­ 
plained, “ but I do get a lot of 
letters from 
boys and girls in 
America who see Robin Hood on 
television.” 
“ Some of them ,” he said, “ are 
a little rough on me for being 
rough on Robin. But 1 love to get 
them just the cam e and I try to 
answ er all of them .” 
Sheriff Green is not the gun- 
toting, tobacco-chewing, horse-rid­ 
ing law officer of Am erican TV 
W esterns.

wood Forest that way too, but 
that's rtally at m atter for the po­ 
lice, not me. Mine's an honorary 
job.” 
Sheriff Green take: a great in­ 
terest in the forest a.- do other of­ 
ficials of Nottingham, this pleas­ 
ant city in the very heait of Brit­ 
ain. 
The forest, they all adm it, has 
seen better days. 
Stretching from the city of Not­ 
tingham up into 
Yorkshire 
for 
about 40 miles, a great m any of 
its trees have gone with the years. 
The world wars have taken their 
toll, although the forest ha> never 
been a battleground. 
Many of the tret*, were felled 
during World War I. They were 
never replanted and this has left 
big-bare spots in the forest. The 
w ater table has sunk and it’s dif­ 
ficult to m ake things grow in the 
barren places.

Sprawled over the slightly thread­ 
bare forest, between Nottingham 
and Worksop, are several ducal es­ 
tates known to the people of this 
region as the Dukcries. 
The bustling city of Nottingham 
is growing, but it s not expanding 
into Sherwood Forest. Zoning laws 
prevent this, and the county u n ­ 
cials say it will rem ain a monu­ 
ment to Robin Hood for m an y 
years to come.

“ I’m 5?.’* he said, “ getting a 
little bald on top and not as fast 
on my feet as I used to be, but 
so much of the forest has been 
destroyed that there just isn't too 
much for Robin to hide in.’* 
•‘Yes sir,” he added. “ I’d prob­ 
ably get young Robin this tim e.” 
The sheriff was asked what kind 
of a horse he d use to collar the 
legendary hero 
of 
these 
leafy 
woods. 
“ Horse,” he asked in 
surprise. 
**Why I’ve never been on a horse 
In my life. I’m a railroad m an.” 


The sherif is Councilman Rol­ 
and Green, a commercial repre­ 
sentative for Britain’s nationalized 
railw ay*. He was elected to the 
office tm May 28 this year. 
“ I don’t get a penny for being 
the sheriff of Nottingham,” he ex­ 
plained. ’’but I do get a lot of 
letters from boys and girls in 
America who see Robin Hood on 
television.”

Sheriff Green takes a great in­ 
terest in the forest as do other of­ 
ficials of Nottingham, this pleas­ 
ant city in the v e r y heart of Brit­ 
ain. 
The forest, they all admit, has 
seen better days. 
Stretching from the city of Not­ 
tingham up into 
Yorkshire 
for 
about 40 miles, a great many of 
its trees have gone with the year*.

Many of the trees were felled 
during World War I. They were 
never replanted and this has left 
big-bare spots in the forest. The 
water table has sunk and it's dif­ 
ficult to make things grow rn the 
barren places.
